It is July 14 as I write 
this— 


France's Bastille day, their equiva- 
lent of our Fourth of July; and no 
other national holiday has quite so 
much significance for freemen a- 
round the world. 


Our Fourth of July 
celcbrutes 


tho overthrow of foreign tyranny, 
but Bastille day commemorates the 
/all of tyranny 
at 
home—when 


Frenchmen 
were 
oppressed 
by 


Frenchmen. Therefore the French 
holiday, like the 
signing 
of the 


Magna Carta by King John in Eng- 
land, represents a victory for little 
people over their so-called masters. 


It has a world-wide ring today— 


this story ot the Bastille of Paris. 
||* It was a prison-fortress 
built by 


Charles the 5lh between 1370 and 
1383, 
which in the 
days 
of the 


cleric-statesman Richelieu became 
a dungeon for whoever dared to 
critizc the government of France, 
its king, his ministers, the police, 
or the church. 


Nobles, statesmen, writers van- 


ished in the Bastille, cut off from 
family and freinds, sometimes nev- 
er to be heard from again. 


The Bastille became a 
world- 


wide name for tyranny and terror. 


And when the French revolution 


broke out it was the first targat 
that the people attacked. On July 
14, 1789, the great 
prison 
was 


stormed and destroyed—and 
its 


site is now marked by a famous 
city square, the Place de Bastille. 


Criticism . . .prison . . .death, 


this story of 
nearly 
two centur- 


ies ago sounds like a foreign cor- 
respondent's dispatch 
of today. 


Perhaps from Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary, or East Germany. 


Bastille day will always be a hol- 


iday for freemen the world around 
—for of fighting in the name 
liberty there is no end.

Reds Remain 
in Jail Until

New York, July 14 — (/?)—A fed- 


eral judge plans marathon court 
sessions Monday to complete hear- 
ings into bail furnished 14 Com- 
munists by the Civil Rights Con- 
gress, chief bond source for the 
Red party. 


Until the hearings are complet- 


ed, 14 indicted Reds will remain 
free in a total of $15,000 bail 
posted by the congress. 


Federal Judge Sylvester J. Ryan, 


bowing to a higher court, 
rein- 


stated the .Reds' bail 
yesterday 


and ordered their release 
after 


they spent two nights in jail. 


But he told attoreys 
for 
the 


defendants that he planned to pur- 
sue the Monday hearings without 
further adjournment, going 
into 


night session if necessary. 


Judge Ryan granted the week 


end recess on a defense motion 
that it needed time to gather evi- 
dence against the, revocation 
of 


the congress' bail.
